Where do you find that? 
A, Gen, iv. 7. If thou dofi well (did God to him) 
thou Jhalt be accepted, if thou dofi not icelly Sin Heth at 
the Door. 

Q;, What Puniftmunt did God inflia upon Cain for 
this Wickednefi ? 

A. The Sentence palled upon him was. That he 
ihoa*d be onprofperous in his Tillage — ^That he fhou*d 
have no longer happv ConveHe wim the Deit^^ which 
thefe lirll Ages ot the World were blefled with, — and 
that he ihoa^d be a Fugitive and a Vagabond, duiiiig 
Life. 



A, He liad fo true a Senfe of his Crime, as to Ima- 
gine, That e^*ety one that happened on him ^vould hllhlm^ 
and God was plcafed hereon in Tome Meafui'e to pardon 
his Tranlgrcfiion ? 

In luhat Manner ? 
A. By giving him an Afilirance (or Sign or Token) 
that no one fhould kill him. Thus the Words [God fit 
a Mark upon Cain) which have given Birth to fo many 
liJiculoas Conjcdt'ores, ought to be interpreted.

A. He was the Inventor of the Chaldean Aftronomy. 
X965 He alfo fpent much Time in cultivating his Coimtiy, 
and in improving his People. 

Who was the Jecond King of Nineveh, or ASy- 

ria ? 

A. A/hurdiymgzt this Time, Niuus fucceeded. He 
was a Prince of an ambitious Spirit, began the firft Wars, 
and broke the Peace of the World. 
What Conquefts did he make ?

A.'They thought they fhould iic unmarried, and in- 
trigued together to impofe Wine upon their Fatheri and 
by this means went to Bed to him, and were with Child 
by him, and had each of them a Son, a;/«. Moab and Am- 
man ; from thefe two Sons of Lot, the Moahites ftod 
Ammonites were defcended. 

Q;^ Did Abraham//i7 continue at Mamre ? 

A, About this Time he removed to Gerar,\ a City of 
the Philiftines ; here he again pretended Sarah to be his 
Sifler, on which Abimelech King of Philiftia, had a dc- 
figfi to marry her, 

Hew did Abraham prevent this ? 
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A, It pleafed God to inform Mimiltch in a Di-eam, Anm 
that (he belonged to Abraham^ and he reibrad her to her hlam. 
Hulband, and save him Sheep, Oxen, and Servants, and <^vW 
I GOO Pieces ot Silver, with Liberty to live where he 
would in his Kongdom : Soon after this, a Son was bom 
of Sarab^ and was circumcifed on the 8th Ihy, and 2io3 
named Ifaac. 

Did not Abraham rejoice exceeding^ an this Oc- 
eafim? 

A. When the Child grew old enough to be weanM, he 
nade an extraordinary Feail> and ^x«<7f/ laughing to fice 
fnch a ftir made about this Infant, inccnfed ^arah to fuch 
a Deg^cee, that fhe would have him and his Mother turn- 
ed out of Doors. 

Q;^ Did Abraham his Father ^ con/en t to this ? 

A, He firft applyed liimfelf to God for Diredlion, 
who was. pleaied to afliire him- he would take Care of 
ybmatl ; aiid order*d ]iim to do what Sarah requsdcd. 
Hereupon after Bagar hadreceiv'J Water and Provifions 
from Abraham^ fhe took her Son along with her, and 
they wandered in the Wildemefs of Beerjheha. 

Now ^'Abraham's Affairs prof per at Gerar ? 

A, His encreafing Profperity made Ahimelech fear that 
he wouM fbon grow too powerful a Suhjc^Sl, and both 
of them efftered into a Covenant, and fwore never to in- 
jure each other. « 

Qj^ Was not Ifaac nonv gro-v:n ahnoft a hlan ? 

A. Yes, and God made a very remarkable Tryal of 
his Father^s Fidelity at this 7'imc \ for he required Abra- 
ham to crffer this his Son Ifaac for a Burnt Offering. 

Did Abraham detertnine to a6l in this Cafe as God 
commanded him ? 

A, He went to the Place appointed, built an Altar, 
laid his Son upon the Wood, and took tlie Knife with 
iidl Refolution to kill him.

A. By a Voice from Heaven, faying. Lay not thine 
Hand uton the Lad ; hereupon he look'd about, -and faw 
a Lamb caught in a Thicket, which he ofiered inflead 
of his Son.

A. Yes, after this he married Keturab, and hand fi^ 
vcral Children by her, which he took Care in his liK-.

Life of Abraham. 

Qj^ What is the Suhjiance of ivhat other Writers Jtf 
cotfcertiijjg Abraham ? ' 

A, Berofus indeed does cot call him by hisNamfe," 
but defcribes a Perfonof his Ch^rafter, to have livd 
ten Generations after the Flood, and fo Mofes makes 
Abraham. Nicolaus Damafcenus mentions his Name, 
and fays he came from the Country of the Chaldees, 
and fettled in Canaan, but on account of a Famine went 
into Egypt. Eupokmus alfo very remarkably agrees wth 
the Hiftory of Mofes. 

Qj^ What Particulars ha<ve you in the Remains y 
' Sanchoniathon, ivhich feem totally ivith the Anions of 
Abraham ? 

A, He gives us the Hillory of one Chronus, yiho had 
but one Son by his Wife, and another by another Per- 
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on. 2, That this Chrtmus drcumdfed himfelf and his Fa- Jnno 
fiily. 3. That he (acrificed his only Soo, (fb Jbrabam is Mun, 
eported to have done by the Heathen Hiilorians) and ^^^^ 
\x2X Chronus*s Son who was facrificed, was named Jt' 
hud ; and thus Ifaac is called by Mofesy Gen. xxii^ 2. 
Q. What you gather fntm hence f 
A. That there a great Probability that Afi/?j's 
Mmhamy 3,id Sanchoniothoti's Chrontu, were one ana the 
&me Perfon. 

J^T;ere did Ifaac ti<ve^ftcr his father's Death f 
A, At the Place where nis Father left him. 

What Children had he Rebekah ? 
' A. About ao Years after Marriage he had by her 2 1 68 
two Sons, BJau and Jacoby the latter was very fludious 
to re{^ious Contemphitlons : But Efau had little Care 
about them, and for a finall Refrefhxnent fold his Birth^ 
right to Jacobs 

What ivas this Birth-right ? 
A. His Right of being Friefi or Sacrijicer for his 
iBcethren, for felling of which he is jullly termed Pro- 
phoney as not having a due Edeem for a religious £m* 
ployxnent, which belonged to him. 

Ho-iv long did Ifaac U-ve in the Land cf Canaan ? 
A, About this Time there wiis a Famine in the 2208 
land, aud as his Father Abraham had before done, he 
removed to Gerar, where Efau married two Hittite 
Women, much to the AfHiAion of his Parents. 
Where nvas the Country of the Hittites ? 
They bordered upon Philiftiay near to Gerar ^ 
Who ^-as King cf Egypt at this Time ? 
A, Syphisy a very famous Prince, who according to 
Sir yibn Marjham\ Tables, was the loth King of 
^femphis Vihtv Me nes or Mizraim, and reigned 19 Years. 2227 
He was the iirfl of the Egyptians who ipeculated upon 
religious Subjedls. 

As I cpprehend, the Egyptians ivere not at this 
Time 'become Idolaters, in ^what did the Religion ^Noah 
and Abraham differ from theirs ? 
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jinm A. In Tome Points, which depended upon Q)ecial /Zr- 
Mun, wlaitons made to Abraham, They knew nothing of 
Vv^ the Propiife made to him, nor were thev apprized tht 
they ought to woHhip him whom Abraham worlhipp'd, 
namely, the Lord ivto appeared to him, and was to be 
his covenanted Gody in DiiUnAion from thofe who wo^ • 
(hipped the true God of Hea^eny without any Notion ^ 
this Lord at all. 

Q. What did Syphis do in Oppojttion to the ReSgimf 
Abraham ? 

A. He wrote a Book on thofe Subje^, which Atr^- 
ham had been famous for, and carried away his own 
People, and many of the neighbouring Nations into 
Idolatry. 

What n.vas his S\ftcm ? 
. A. Inxle?d of teaching to invoke God in the Name 
of the La d, he fet up the Worfhip of the Sun^ Mm, 
2srA Stars, and taught the ^^yi/Z/zw to invoke in thdr 
Names, as Mediators : So that they had not one Gedui 
one Loid, but one God, and Lords matr^ ; and afterwinfa 
they had Gods many alfo. 

What other confiderahk ASlions ha've you rtcwiti 
of this King ? 

A. He is faid to have built the largeft Egyptian Py- 
ramid, the Bottom of which covered 1 1 Acres of 
Grourd, and which was 500 Foot high. In his Time 
alfo lived foh the Arahiafi, Author of the Book in 
the OU "Icfiament, called by his Name. 

Have not fo7Ke Writers imagined, that there tuver 
itas any fuch a Per/on as Job, and that his Hiftory is tniy 
an inftrudi've Fable ? 

A. This Opinion has no Colour of Argument to fup- 
port it, the Prophet Ezdie/ fuppofcs, fob to have been 
as real a Perfon as either Noah or Daniel^ and St. fames 
mentions him as a true Example of Patience, 

L rot the Bcok of Job fuppofed to hwje been origi' 
nally ivrote in Metre ? 

It feems mcft probable, that fob hunfelf, who 
bell knev/ his own Condition, and Converiation with 

hi» 
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his Friends, left behind him a written Account of it ; Jijuro 
and that fome later Hand pat it into Meafure : whether A/^/r. 
M^et, Soimojt, or fome other of \hz injured IVriters 
of the Old Tefbiment, no one can determme. 

Proceed how 'with the Hiftory of liaac and bis Fa- 

mify ? 

J, About the hundredth Year of his Life, Febekab oh^ 
ierving him over fond of his eldeft Son Efau^ enquired 
of God concemii^ them, and reoeivM for Anfwer, that 
the younger callecfjTtffc^, fhould be diflinguifh'd by the 
Bleflipgs of Heaven. Hereupon fhe laid a Scheme for 
his obtaining the Bleffii^» which his Father defignM 
to g^ve to Efauy and thp Arti£ce fucceeded. . 

Q. Was not Efau provoked at bis Brother^ for tbis 
fricJ^pui upTH him? 

A. Yes, and as foon as his Father fhould be dead, he 
determined to kill him. But Rehckab hearing of his 
Intention, went to Ifaac^ and mentioned to him the 
Misfortune of E/au's Marriages, and the Comfort they 
might have of Jacobs if he wou*d take Care to difpo^ 
of nimfelf better, and by this means, procured him to 
be fent out of the Way. 

IFbither did his Father fend him ? 

A. He order'd him to go immediately into Mfopo^ 
tamia, and enquire for the Family of Bethuel his Mo- 
ther's Father, and get one of LabaiC% Daughters for a 
Wife, 

Q. JVbat particular Incident did Jacob meet tvith on 
this Journey ? 

A. God appeared to him in a Dream, promiiing, to 
bring him fafe back apin into Canaan^ and to give 
that Land for an Inheritance to his Poiierity. Hereon 
Jacob took the Stones on which he had laid his Hcad,and 
ereded a Pillar, and promifed on his Part, to worihip 
him in that Place, and to. dedicate to his Service tho 
^enth of all his Subflance.

E/au went home, and Jac^ to Succoth^ 
where he built a Houfe, and lived fome time ; then re- 
moved to ^W/^/v, a City of the Shechemites ; here he 
boi^ht fome Ground of the Children of Hamor, and fet- 
tled.

A. His Daughter Dinah vifited the Shechemites, ?.nd 
Sbecbemy Prince of the Country, fell in love with her„ 
and lay with her.

their Dreams, gave the Kong an Account of it, who 
ordered Jofepb to be fent for. 

HoFW tlid he interpret the Kin£s Dreams P 
A. He told him there would be feven Years Plenty, 
and ievsen Years Famine, all over Egypt ; hoped he would 
make a right Ufe of the Information, ana fend proper 
Officers to gather a fifth Pkrt of each plenteous Yearns

Scarcity.

Yes, and thought no Perfon fo fit as Jofepby to 
manage the Office of gathering the Com in the Yean 
of Plenty i therefore immediately, made him his Deputy 
over all the Land of Egypt.

H»w long did Jacob live after he came to Egypt ? 
A. Seventeen Years. When he died, Jofeph ordered 
tlie Phyfidans of Egypt to embalm him, and mrde a 
folemn Mourning for him feventy Days \ then obtaii^pd 
Leave of Pharaoh to go into Canaan, to bury him ; and 
all Jofeph'^ Brethren, and all the prime Officers of the 
Court of Egypt attended the Funeral.

He left Egypt fooner thnn Belus^ and after fome 2453 
Years travel, fixed at Attica, in Greece ; where he mar- 
ried ASl^eus'^ Daughter, and on liis Death, fucceeded 
him in his Kingdom. 

HoiM did Cecrops aSl in his ne-iv Government f 
A, Before his Time, this People liv'd promifcuouHy 
up and down the Country, unfettledj and took the Fruits 
of the Earth, and Cattle for their Ufe, where they could 
find them ; but he gave them Lauos for Society, and drew 
them together, to five in fettled Habitations ^ and built a 
Town or City, which he called Cecrotia. 

Who fucceded Cecrops in this Kingdom ? 
A. Cranaus, a wealthy Attican, one of whofe Daugh- 
ters married Amphi^tyon, who expell'd his Father-in-law, 
and made himfefr King 5 and in a little Time Erichthonius 2493 
depofed him, who very probably came into Greece with 
Cecrops. 

What became of Cadmus ? 
A, He came into Baeotia, and built Thebes, accom- 2486 
panied by a Number of Followers, called the Jephyrai j 
tbey were Natives of Phaeniciay and coming into this 
Country, which was inhabited by the Hyantes, and 
Aones, they expelled the former out of the Country, and 
came to Terms of Accommodation with the latter. 

What uoas the Agreement between Cadmus and thg 
Aones ? 

A, He bought a C(^^t; and marked her, and told them 
he had a fpecial Command from the Gods to build- a 
City, where the Cow fhould lie down when weary ; and 
then ordered his Companions to drive her gently into the 
Country ; and where fhe lay down, he built Cadma^ 
^vin^the Aones free Liberty to incorporate with his 

Where did Danaus, another confiderabk Egyptian 
fugitive travel?

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Amto A. He was defcended from Grecian Anoeftors, and 
Mttn, came to Argosy and obtained that Kingdom from Ge- 
^^s) lanor the Son of Stbenelus, 

Hxyw luere the Argives induced to accept him for 
their Kingy being a Stranger ? 

A. Gehmory was a dcfcendant of the Brother of lafus^ 
late King of Argos ; and Danaus of lafiiSy by his 
Daughter ; and vmen the Arguments for their Right had 
been heard on both fides, the next Day was appointed 
to determine their Claims ; and the People l^ng af- 
' fembkd, an Accident put an End to tl^ Difpute, and 
gained the Crown for Danaus, 

What was the Accident y nuhich determined this 
Mitter? 

A, There happened a Fight between a Wolf and a 
Bully where the People met; and the Wolf conquering the 
(50 1 Bull, the Combat was thought Ommous ; for they beii^ 
lefs acquainted with the Wolf than the Bull, declared by 
die Event of this accidental Combat, that the Stranger 
fliould rule over them. 

What remarkable Occurrences do you meet with in 
his Reign ? 

A, According to the Parian Chronicony a Perfon 
named Marsy was tried at Atbensy for the Murder of 
:473 Hattrrithiusy the Son of Neptune ; and that the Pkce of 
the Trial was called Arius Pagus ; and this was the Bc- 
ginningof the Court of Areopagus at Athens. 

O/was not Greece inhabited long before thefe Days? 

A, It is certain tha^ it was ; but there can very little 
be faid about the Affairs thereof, before thefe Men 
fettled m it ; and the fcveral Kingdoms that were raifcd 
on the other Parts of Greece began alfo about the Time of 
Cecrops. 

(YWas the antient Religion of Greece introduced fy 
thefi^gyyd3m ? 

A. Uis generally faid fo, and in their Time the E- 
jgyptian ReUgion was flrangely corrupted ; for the^ 
iroHh™ed not only the Luminaries of Heaven and their 
i&mous Men, but alfo Images, and living Creatures, as 
Mirdi, Beafis and Reptiles. 
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Have you awf particular CoUeffions or MammMfs Anno 
of their Idols ? Mufl, 
A. There is a Draiwht of a very celebrated Piece of s^yvJ 
Antiqoity, given us Mmtfau^^ called the Table 
of Ifis^ which may properly be called a general Table of 
their Di'Ufnities of every kind, and of all the Religions 
and Syperftitions of E^/pt. Though this feems of a 
more recent Date than either Cadmus, Danausy Plutarch, 
or Eufehhu. 

Give a DefcHption of this ^ahk T 
A, It was made of Brafs, and about four Foot fquarc ; 
the Ground Work was a blLck Enamel, inlaid with Silver 
Plates, which reprefented diffcreut Figures, diftinguilhed 
into Several Copartments, and mterfperfed ^ith various 
Hieroghfhicks, todecypber them. 

n^re nvas this Curiofity foustd T 
A7 It fell into the Hands of a common Artificer at 
Rome, when that City was plunderM b;' Char. V. Afftro 
Dom, 1527. This Pcrfon fold it to Cardinal B^fho, at 
whofe Death it came to the Duke of Mantua, and was 
kept in that Family till the Year 1630, wheo that City 
was lack'd by the femperor's General, but has never been 2.^ 3 3 
fcen fince. 

Tou left the Ifiadites much dJJlreffed in Fgypt, unJ^r 
Salatis, houu did they furmount thoje Uijficulties } 

A, In the Time<if their Affiiftion, Mcfes was bom, 
and his Mother unwilling to liave him thrown into the 
River^ made a Bajket, put the Infant into it, and fet it 
among the Bullrulhes by the Water Side ; leaving it to 
the Providence of God. 

What became of it afterguards P 

A, Pharaoh's Daughter coming to the River, and 
hearing a Child cry, ordered it to l)e brought to her, de- 
termining to prcferve it, and Mofes\ Sifter (landing near, 
ofiered to prociire a Nurfe for it, and the Princefs barken- 
ing to her Propolal, fhe brought her Mother, to whom 
the Child was delivered. 

Q. How ivas Mofes diJjpofed(f, 'when hetvas taken 
from bis Mother P 

A. YVt 
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Anno A, He was fent for to Court, and inflruaed mall ttic 
Mwi, Learning of the Egyptiansy and became a Perfon of fuch 
Eminence, that the Princds adopted him for her Son, 
and her Father defigned liim for his Heir to the Crown pf 

Egypt, 

Was Mofes preferred to any Place of Truft ly 
Pharaoh ? 

A, Jofephus relates that he was made General of the 
E^ptian Army, and that he beiieged Saha^ the capital 
City of Ethiopia i that he took the Place, and Tbarbis 
the Kill's L^u&hter in it. 

O. Did Moles <v}ju his Brethren^ and pity their mi- 
fereme Condition f 

A. Yes, often ; and one Day in particular, obfervii^ 
an Egyptian Task-mafter, inhumanely fevere with an 
Hebrew^ he killed him. The next Day he found two 
Hehrenus in Conteft with each other, and having firft ad- 
monifti'd them, offered to decide the Quarrel 5 but they 
refufed to fubmit to his Arbitration, am upbraided him 
with the Murder of the Egyptian. 

Was not this Condua of Mofes fufpeaed hp 
Pharaoh ? 

A, .When he heard hereof, he determined to put him 
to death ; to avoid which, Mofes fled to Jethro^ tne High 
Prieft, and chief Inhabitant of Midian, married one of 
his Diaughters, and kept his Flocks 40 Years. 

In what did he emphy himfelf during this Retire^ 

mnt? 

A. He is fuppofed to have wrote his Book of Geneps 
at the Leifure wnich he had fliere. 

Mofes feems noiv to ha*ve given over all Thought 
ef feeing his People any more^ nvhat unexpected Events oc- 
£afimed his Return into Egypt ? 

A, As he was following Jethro^s Flock, in their 
feeding towards Mount Hereby he faw a Bufti flaming 
for a confiderable Time, and not in the lead diminifhed 
by the Fire ; and flanding flill toconfider the meaning of 
it, he heard a Voice, which declared the Defign of God 
to deliver the Ifraelites out of Egm by his Hand, and' ' 
the Method by whichhc would ^tteft it. 
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Henxj did be on this Occafion ? Anno 
A. He went to Jethro^ and having got leave to go ^hin. 
from him, he took his Wife and Soris, and fet out tor 
; and Aaron by Gods Appointment, met him in 
the Wildernefs, aiid they went to the People of Ifrael^ 
acquainted them with their Buiinefs; and by their m^hty 
Works, convinced them that God did inde^ now Defign- 
ed to vifit them. ' . 

Qj^ Did Mofes carry bis Wife and Children njuitb him 
Mr this Errand T 

A, He is fuppoled to have Circumciied his youi^ft 
Son on this Journey ; but when he met Aaron, he lent 
them and his Wife-back to his Father-in-Law, and took 
Aaron only into E^fpt with him, according to the Di- 
redions received. Here be is faid to have asked God's 
Name, to inform himfelf who the Perfon was, that was 
to be their Deliverer. 

What Anfwer did God think fit to grve to this 
^ftiott? 

A, He bid Mofes call him T am that I am, and alfo 
added, that he was The God of Abraham, the God of 
liaac, and the God of Jacob. 

What is meant by thefe Words ? 

A. By the former of them, God intimated his eilential 
Divinity, I am, l^c, i. e. independant, immutable^ SeJt- 
txiftent : By the latter Words, he declares himfelf to be 
the Perfon who appeared to Abraham, and made the 
Promife to him and his Seed. ' 

What nuas the next Step taken by Mofes and Aaron, 
towards the delrvery of the Children of Ifrael, out of 
Slavery? 

A. After they had converfed with the Elders, they 
went to Pharaohy andasked his Leave to take the Ifraelites 
three Days Journey into the Wildernefs, to perform a 
Sacrifice to the Lord thijr God. 

Qj^ What Anfiver did they receive to this Requefi ? 

A. Pharaoh told them, he knew no fuch God as 
the God of Ifrael, and refolved not to fufFer them to go 
(Hit of the Land. 

When did they repeat this demand ? 

A. K 
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Atmo A, A few Days after, when the King defired then 
Man, (hew fome Miracles^ to induce him to believe they v 
^^s) fent from the God they had before fpake off. Her

Qj^ Was not Pharoah furprized at this ^ranjm 

A, He called together his Magicians and Sorcerers 
trf if they could not by their Arts, perform the 
Wonder : and it pleafed God to permit them to foo 
in their Attempts to delude Pharaoh j but to give hi 
*fuffident Reaion to confider this Fa6l more ferioi 
AaroTu Rod fwallowed up thoie of the Magicians : 1 
he ftill refilled to let the Children of I/raelgo. 

Did thtf after this, rene^-w their Petition for 
difmijfing the tfraelites ? 

A, Yes, many Times ; and ^lofes and Aaron wro) 
feveral other Miracles in E^t, after the fame ^ 
ner: (ee Exod, viii. but theTaft was the feverefl Me 
which they ever brought to Pharaoh. 

How nvas this reprefented to him F 

A. That at Midnight, God would flrike dead the I 
bom of every Famify throughout the Land of Et 
and Mo/es had before this, been infbndled to dire? 
People to prepare the Pqffbver ; and get all Things r 
for their I)eparture. 

Did not this firtke a Dread and Terror upon Oi 
Egyptians ? 

A, At Midnight there was a great Cry and ConI 
amongft them, ^ they came to Mo/es in a great Fr 
and defired him to gjct the People together, with all 
belonged to them ; and begone : Hereupon, Mo/es 
the Itones of Jo/ephy which his Brethren had iwoi 
2513 carry with than, and travdled from Rame/es to 
about twelve Miles. • 

Whether did they go from Succoth ? 
A. To Ethamy a Town near the Border of the 
demefs of Arabia ; ;md thence to Pihahiroth, bet 
MigdoIdMd the Red Sea ; and the Lord nvent before 
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hy Dof in a Pillar of a Cimd^ to lead them the ff^ay ; ami Atm 
hy Night, in a PiUar of Fire, to gi<ve them Light, Mmt, 
Did Fh2ir3oh pur/ue them ajfter they nvcre gone out •'v^ 
f Egypt i 

JL He repented of his having given them Leave to 
depart, and refolved to follow and revenge himfelf upon 
them, and fummon'd together a numerous Army for this 
Rirpoie. 

Qj^ Were not the Ifraelites exceedingly afraid at ^hi 
J^proach of Pharaoh ? 

A, They were ready to mutiny againft Mafes, for bring- 
ing them but of Egyft ; but it tteine Night when the 
Enptiam came up with them, A&fes bad them not fear, 
andafiuxed them uod would give them a miraculous De- 
liveranoe, and deftroy the Egyptians, without their being 
cxpo/ed to the hazard of a Battle. 

Qj^ In what Manner <was their Deliverance effected ? 

A. As foon as Mofes had done fpeaking, the PiUar of 
Tvre and of the Cmdy which ufed to go before them, 
removed between them and the E^^tians, with the dark 
Side towards them; and the brignt Side towards the 
IfraeUta i ib that the former couM not fee their Way to 
get up to them. 

IVhicb 'vuay did the Ifraelites fee from them? 

A, To the Red-Sea, where they Hopped Tome Hours ; 
and Mofis hel4 up his Hand, and Godoivided the Waters, 
and they pafled over on dry Ground from one Side to 
die other : but the Egyptians puriuing them, and not 
havinig the light of the Pillar, imagined they were upon 
dry Ground sdfo ; when Mofes flretched forth his Hand 
ag^Oy and the Waters overwhelmed them. 

Of 'what Numbers did Phiraoh's Army confift? 

A, Jofephus fays, there were 600 Chariots, £o,ooo 
Horfe, and 200,000 Foot Soldiers drowned at this Time.

A, Tney were bid to eather not more than one Day's 
pRmfion at a Time, and be careful to leave none till 
next Morning, for it bred Worms and Bank : but on the 
fizth Day thejr were to gather a double Quantity, be- 
caife the feventh Day they were to do no manner of 
Work ; and being the Sabbath^ no Manna fell thereon.

A, About forty Days, and then Mofes led them to 
Mndim^ where they murmured again for want of 
Water ; and Mofes fmote a Rock at Mount Horeb, in 
S^ht of the Elders of I/rael, and a River of Wat# 
flmved out.

Jf^^af did Mofes do^ ivhen hi Jaw this Jfnage, and 
fhe People dancing before it ? 

A, He was much moved, and throwing dowfi the 
two 'Tables of the Law, which lie had in his Hands, ie 
took the Idol and melted it ; then reduced the Lamp to 
Powder, and mixed the Powder with Water, and made 
the Children of i/^W drink it. 

}i(Fw did Mofes afier he had made LiterceJJim 
for the People, for this their idolatry f 

A, At the G)mmand of God, he made two new Ta- 
bles of Stone, like thofe he had broken, and went up to 
Mount ^inai a fecond Time ; where he tarrkd forty 
Days, and forty Nights without eating Bread, or diink-

A, He wrote down, as God direded him, the Ten

N IfraeUte, above twenty Years old, half a Shekel, which 
is about 1 5 d, our Money.

A. To 37721 /. 17/. iid, and the voluntary Con- 
tributions brought in a Quantity of all forts of Mate- 
rials, fttfficient for the Occaiion ; fo that all further 
Ofierii^ were forbidden. 

Who were nominated to be the DireSlors, and Over* 
feers of this Wori F 

A. Bexaleel, and Aholiab, by a fpedal Defignadoa 
from God himfelf ; and againft the End of the Year, 
the Tabernacle, and its Appurtenances, the Shew-Breui

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"'ahk, the 'Priefts Garments^ Hofy OintnuntSf the Gol- Jrmo 
en 'Candlefticks, and all the Utenfils for the Service of Mun. 
lie Altar, were finiflied, ready to be nut up. 

Q. All the Farts of the tabernacle oeing now ready t9 
epttt together, ivhen did they begin to rear it ? 

A, CXi the firft Day of tM mil Month, in the fecond 25 14 
fear, Mofes reared up the Tabemade, and placed the 
\rk in it, and hung up the Vail, and when he had 
has raiied it, God was pleaied to give the People a 
ifible Demonilration, that it was eredled, according to 
1X5 Dire6Hons. 

Q. In ivhat manner did this vijtble Evidence of the 
Dmne Frefence appear to them ? 

A. A Qoiid covered the Tent of the Q)ngregation, 
and the Gloty of the Lord filled the Tahimacle, which 
continued from this Time, until the Ifraclites had finilh- 
cd their Joumejnngs thro' the Wildemefs, 

Was this the fiyft ^truBure, that ivas ere^ed in the 
Worldyfor the Pmpofes of Religiwi ? 

A, Yes } for we do not find the heathen Nations had 
any Notion cf building Houfes to their Gods, till after 
the Ifraelites had built thifr Tabernacle. 

D/WMofes and the People y go into the Tabernacle t§ 
^Korflnpy as foon as it was ere^ed ? 

A. No. The Cloud" abode thereon, and the Glory 
of the Lonl filled it ; fo that Mofes could net er.tcr 
into it for fome Days, during which Time the Lord, 111 
an audible Voice> delivered to him the Laws recorded in 
the firft eight Chapters of Exodus. 
. What was done after he had recei ved thefe Laws > 
A. He proceeded to anoint the . Tabernacle, the Al- 
tar, and all its Veffelsy and to confecrate y&^w.and hi« 
Sons to the Priefts Offices. 
Q;^ When did Aaron firft officiate, as High Prieft ? 
A. On the twelfth Day of the r^rft Month : But 
there happened an unhappy Accident which interrupted 
hk Miniftration 

What was this Misfortune, and how occafionedf 
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Jinno A. Whilit Jaron was ordering the Bullock and the Ram 
Mun. for the Peace-OfFering, which the Fire of theLorJcon- 
fumed upon the Altar ; Nadab and Mihu took each' 
of them a Cenfer and put Fire therein; and Incenfe on 
the Fire ; and thus oflering. ftrange Fire before the 
Lord, contrary to his exprefe Command, there went 
out Fire from the Lord, and ftruck them dead. This 
put a Stop to the remaining OiTices of that Day's Ser- 
vice ; and we have no Account of any thing moxt done 
till the firll Day of the fecond Month. 

Ho-uu *was Mofes thought to he employed durti^ this 
. Interval of fix teen Days ? 

A, He now received the Laws recorded in Lennticns^ 
from the beginning of Chapter xi. to the end of that 
Book, except the Laws contained in the three laft Chap- 
ters, which were not given to Mofes at the Door of me 
Tabemade, but upon the Mount. 

Q. What luas the next Commamtyioics recehvedfrm 
God? 

A. To take a Pol! of every Male of twenty Years 
2514 old and upwards, excepting the Levites ; and for the 
eafier taking of this Poll, twelve Perfons werejjamedto 
be Princes of the Tribes of their Fathers, and thejr 
aflembled their Tribes, and gave in the Names and 
Number, of the Perfons they were fet over. After this 
Mofes receivM a Command to appoint the Order^ in which 
the Hoft of the IfraeUtes ftiould march and encamp. 

Was not Mofes alfo direSiedy to take the Nw^er rf 
the Levites foon after this Time ? 

A, Yes, and to appoint the feveral Families their 
refpe£Uve Swiccs, and to fet apart the whole Tribe " 
for the Miniftry of the' Tabernacle. . 

Did you not fay the eldeft Son in e<very Family was 
the Minifier of Religion in old Times ? 

A, Yes J but in the Jen»ijh Inftitution God thoi^ht 
lit to diimifs thr Firft-bom from this Service, and to 
dire£^ the Levites to be dedicated to him in their Scead. 
After this, Mofes had two Silver Trumpets made to 
fummon the Auembly, and for founding an Alarm, and 
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Clood beirg taken off from the Tabernacle, Anno 
narched by the Dircftion of it, from the Wildernefs Mun, 
mi, to the Wildernefs of Paran, 
What memsrahk Incidents happened here ? 
The People grew fo uneafy, that God dcllroyed 
of them with Fire from Heaven ; but, on Mrfe^% 
r, the Fire ceafed. However, he was quite tired 
ath their reftlefs Humours, and begged of God to * 
im of his Burden ; accordingly he was ordered to 
feventy Elders out of the Officers over the Pleo- 
uid God was pleafed to qualify them for the Em- 
lent defigned.

A. They found but little Water in thefe parts, at 
which they foon grewr difcontented, and murmured a- 
gainft Mofes and Aaron ; who, on confulting God for a 
Supply, were ordered to gather the Aifembly, and then 
Mofes was to take Aaron^s Rod, and they were both to 
fp^ unto a Rock in the Defert^and it was to pour ibrth 
Water, in the Sight of the Jfraelites.

A, On the King of Edom^s rei'afing to let them pafi 
thro' his Country, they marclied to Mount f/<?r, whae 
J53 Aaron died ; and Eleazer^ his Son, was appointed high 
Priefi in his Place. Soon after this, the King of Arai, 
a City in the Southern Parts of Canaan, on their co- 
ming too near his Borders, iell upon them, and took 
foraeof them Prifgners.

A, No, and they were (b provok'd at this unjiift x^v^ 
Adiion, that they vowed if e\'er they fhouM hereafter 
be able, they* would utterly deilroy this People. 

Mofes halving met nvttb Oppofiion hvtk from tke 
King of Edom, and the King of And 5 Which Ivay *wat 
he now ordered to conduB his People ? 

A. He was bid to fetch a Cbmpafs round the Land

God cotredled them for this Obftinaqr, by fending among 
them fievj ^etpents^ which dcllroy'd many of them.

A^ God direded Mofes to make a Serpent, and fet it 
Bp in the Camp ; and promifed, that whoever looked at . 
it, fhotdd, tho' bitten with the fiery Serpents^ recover 
and live : and he made a Serpent of Brafs^ and fet it up 
as he was commanded, and the People found it an eN 
(edoal Remedy againft this Calamity. 

Whither did the Ifraelites remove their^^artert 
fhmhence ? 

A, After two Incampments, one at Zahtonah, the 
odicr at Punon, which arc omitted by Ah/es, they went 
to PisgaJh, where A^ofes knt to Sihon Kir^ of the Amn 
rites, to aik leave to ^larch through his Qwntry. 
Oj^ What Anfwer did he recerve to this Meffagel

found the number of the People to be, 601,720 Men, of 
20 Years old and upwards, without « the Le^ites^ who 
firom a Month old and upwards, were 23,000 : and there 
appeared no one Perfon alive of thofe numbered at ^/r 
Ml, except Mofesy Caleb and yoflma.

A. He firft promifed to deliver the City and the 
King thereof into his Hand, then dire£led him to 
inarch feven Times roimd the Walls, and they fell to 
the Ground ; an^ they entered and facked it, flaying lU 
the Inhabitants, exc4>t Rahab and her Family. After 
this they fecurcil all me Silver and Gold, and the Vef- 
fels of Brafs and Iron, which thev found in it, then 
burnt the City, and delboy'd all the Cattle.

A. God was pleafed to kill more of the Enemy, by a 
Storm of Hail-Aones, than fell by the Sword of the 
Ifrae/itesi 2nd the and Moon were feen to (land 255. 
,' ftiU for near a whole Day, to afford the Ifraelites a con- 
tinuance of Day-light, to purfue the Vi£lory. 

Did Jofliua meet rwith any more Oppojitiony after 
h had hy this Defeat reduced the Nations of the South 
farts of Canaan ? 

A, On his Return to Gilgaly the King of Hazor in 
ConjunftioB with the other Kings in the North Parts, 
had brought a numerous Army againft him, which ren- 
defvouzed at the Waters of Meram, but Jcjhua obtained 
a great Victory over them, took the City of Hazard 

and 




Mun: fubdoed all the Nations of Canaan ; and having now tii- 
WryJ umphed over, in all 31 Kin«,heput an End to thcWar^ 
and divided the Land of Canaan amongft the Tribes 
of Ifraelf and fettled their Families. 

Q. As it nvill be too tedious here too repeat the farticuhr 
Settlements of each Tribe, tell me lAjhat became of tbt 
^ Reabenites, Gadites, and half Tribe of MscaaSkh^'who^ 
Inheritances uuere on the other Side of Jordan ? 

A, Jo/hua called them to him, thanked them for 
their Affiftance, and difmilTed them ; when they were 
come to Jordan, before they pafTed the River they biult ' 
a large Altar, as a Memorial that they belongM to the 
Tribes of Canaan, and that they had no Plaa of Sa- 
crifice in their own Country, but on the other Side of 
the River, before the Tabernacle of the Lord. 

Whither did the Canaanites go, uoho ivere ih-ivtB 
out of their Land by Jo(hua ? 

A, They fled into Foreign Countries, and Jufitnian 
mentions iome Pillars in the Place where Tangier now 
Hands, to have had this Infcription upon them in old 
Phenician Letters, WE ARE THE FUGITIVES ' 
FROM THE FACE OF JOSHUA THE ROBBER, 
THE SON OF NUN. 

Q. Ho^ long did Jofhua li've after he had fixed tht 
Ifraefites in Canaan ? 

A, Several Years, and in a Scene of Peace and Qaiet 
all his Days. Sometime before he died, he fummonMthe 
Tribes to Sechem, and defued them to be faithful, aad 
not forfake the Lord to ferve any other God, f^c. He 
was buried on the North Side of the Hill Gm^^ being 
7578 1x6 Years old when he died. 

Qj^ Where uvas this Place of his Burial? 

A, In the Bor4er of his Inheritance in Timnatb SM, 
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Sacred and Prophane.

HoFw long did they labour under this OpprefJioHy ani 
bav) <were they delivered from it ? 

A, After they had felt the fmart of God's Difpka* 
2586 fure for eight Years, he had Compafficn on them, and 
raifed up Othoniel the NepheW of Calehy to be their 
Judge and Leader y who drove the A-afnites out of the 
Land : and the Ifraelites enjoy'd Peace all the Time of 
his Government, which continued 40 Years.

A, The Ifraclltei i clapfed into tlieir former Idolatary^ v^v^ 
and God encoura^ ^^nn^ Xing of the ASoahltes to in- 
Tade them ; who in conjandtion with Amman and AmeUk^ 
cafily conquered them. In this unhappy Condition, they 
continued eighteen Years; when God was pleafed on 
their Repentance, to deliver them by the Hand of 
Uud, 

Qj^ In ivhat Manner ^/V/Ehud cffe^ this f 
A. He went to Eghn^ with Prefents from the Ifraci' 2644 
Uesy as an Embafkaor to appeaie him; and kwing 
obtained admittance to his Pcrfon, he run him through 
the Body with a Poinard, and fhutting the Door of his 
Goiet, made his Efcape. I'iien he marched his Forces 
into the Country of lyfoqh, and flew 10,000 of the 
Enemy ; after which, Samgar^ his Succefibr, having 
miracuouny flain 600 Philijimes, with an Ox Goad, the 
I/ra^Htej were in Peace for eighty Years, from the Death 
of OtkonieL 

What memorahle Things nuere done^ and uuhat con' 
fiderahle Men lived, in the Days of Ehud ? 

A, Naontiy with Elimelech, her Hufkind, and her two 
Sons, travelled into Moab, fo that tiie Story of Ruth is 
to be referred to this Time. In his Days alfo, Tereus 
ravifhed Philomela^ and cut out her Tongue : Progne, his 
Wife, and her lifter, to be revenged on him for this 
Adbn, killed her only Son //>•/, and drefled his Flelh 
as a dadnty Difli, of which Tereus eat his Fill ; after 
which, Ihe flod to Athens. Hence arofc the Fables in 
0*vid. Met, concerning them. 

Qj^ Are any more mentioned by the Heathen Writers to 
have flourifhed about this Time ? 
, A, Yes ; Melampus^ the Phyfcian ; wJio, from his 
Skill in Medicine, is faid to have underilood the Voices

and, on his Refufal, laid Siege to the City, when it 
came to a Battle, in wliich many were flain on both 
Sides, and then it was agree^, that the two Brothers 
(hould decide the Quarrel in fmgle Combat, wherein 
they flew each other. 

Did their Deaths fut an end to the War ? 

A, No. Another Uattk was fought afterward, in 
wliich many of the Princes of the Argives were flain, 
aod their Army wholly routed.

A, jEgiakusy Son of Adrafusy about ten Years af- 
ter, raifed an Army, and came before Thebesy but was 
oppoied by Laodamasy Son of Eteocles, whom he flew in 
this J&ttle ; But the City was faved from utte»I>eftruc- 
tion bjr 7herfandery the Son of Polynices; for heperfuaded 
the Qtizens who were fled, to return, and reigned over 
them. 

Who became the next Judge of Ifrael after Jair ? 
A. The Ifraelites having been more wicked and ido- 
latrous than ever, during their lall Years of Peace, God 
was pleafed to corredl them now by the Ammonites ; but 
they prevailed with Jeptha^ to lead the Gileadites to IVar 2S19 
E 3 agaioft 
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u^wwagainft Ammon^ on this Condition, that they fliould 
Mun, iSake him their Govemour dStcr Viftory. 

Q:, J^h/U Succefi had Tcptha in this War ? 
A, He foon vanquiffi'd them, and forced them ovei- 
the Mountains of Jrabia, After this Victory he is iaid 
to have made, the rafli /^ow, mentioned Jndges xi. 

Was Jeptha made Ju^e over IfradL afttr this 
ViSfory^ as it had been covenanted voith him f 

A. The Tribe of Ephraim, out of Envy, qiiarrdfed 
witli Jepthdy and he was forced to give them Battle, 
in which he flew forty two thoufand ; and then joc^ 
Jfrael fix Years, and died. To him fucceeded Ixhan^ wbft 
ruled feven Years, then Ehm was their Ju^e ten ycan< 
all which time Ifrael had Peace. After uiefe Uthim 
was their Judge, who died in the eighth Year of hii 
2842 Government, and then fucceeded an Interregnum^ dik . 
ring which it is fuppofed the IfiraeUtes were hdd in Ser- 
vitude by the Fhitiftines^ till their Deliverance by ^wt^ 
fin* 

Q. What remarkable Adions happened in the ffirU 

in the Timeo/the/e fudges ? 

A, The Trojan War be^ about this Time, bj ixat^ 
but others place it above forty Years higher. 
What ivas the Occalion o/this War ? 

A, Tyndareus had a very beautiful Dawhter, caW 
Hekn^ to whom mod of the principal Men in Qreea 
made their AddrefTes, and bound themCelves in an Oatb, 
that whofoever's Fortune it (hould be to marry her, 
if (he was taken away from her Hufband, (whicn was 
a common Pradlice in thofe Days) they would all jdiii 
their Help to recover her. 

Who gained her for a Wife ? 

A. Her Father gave her free Choice of a HuP- 
band, and flie fixed licr AfFeClions upon Mcnclaus, Fef 
r:s, the Son of Prianmr, hearing of her extraordinary 
Eeaut}', and incited by Venus, i. e. Luft, found means-to 
carry her away j and this Rape brought all the Powers 
of Greece againft that City.

Which are th^fe Nations ^ ivhich in all p}vhability came^ 

the Trojans ? 

J, The Jlbanes in Italv, (and from them the JJf- 
ma7i5\ \vere brought into tiat Country by jEneas, TTic 
Venetiant were firil feated in Padua oy Antenor^ and die 
Chaonians planted in Epirus, by Helenusy Son of King 
Priamus. 

Q. Ho^ mar^ of the Princes of Greece returned fm 
this War ? 

A, ¥\t^ Agamemnon, hut he on liis Arrival was fUun \sf 
his Wife, and the Adulterer JEgyfthusy who had uibiped 
his Kingdom. Neftor 2JidPyrrhus 2liOj whom Orefies mx- 
wards Ifew. Menekus went into Egj^t to fetch Htkn', 
and Ulvffesy after wandering about ten Years, came hone 
in a poor Condition, and had hard Work to recover tiB 
Mallerihip of his own Houfe. The reft either periflild 
by the Way, or were driven into Exile. 

What is faid of the Birth of Samplbn, nvho k- 
tame the next Judge <f Ifrael after Hebdon ?

A. He was twice betrayed by the Importombr

a! He went to Ramathy prepared a Banquet, and

A, As fooD as he came to the Crown, he was iofbrm- 
ed that Nahas^ King of the Anioritesy was oonui^ tobfr- 
iiege Jahes Gikad ; Hereon he fummoned the Faraa€t 
Ifraelj and hewing a Yoke of Oxea in Pkces, fent 
Meflengers over afl the Country, proteftiiig, — 
<wbofoever came not forth after Saul bJtd Samuel, fo /mM 
his Oxen he fer^ed. 

What Effea had this threatening upon the Peofk f 
A, In feven Days he procured an Army of 530,00a 
Men, with which he palled Jordan in the Litter Part of 
the Day, and thea divided them into three Parts ; ;md 
marching all Night, in the Mornii^ Watch furpriawi, 
the Army of Nahas the Ammonitey and put them to the 
Sword, till the Heat of the Day, and the wearinefi «>f 
h's Troops, obliged him to give over the Piirfuit. 

What^ additional Honours did he obtain after tins 
Viaory ? 

A, The People were fo for in Love with their vra 
King, that now tJiey threatned to kill thofe, wlio imn^ 
mxwed againft his EleJlion ; after this the Army removed, 
and S annuel fummoned the People to meet at Gj/^^i^ ' where 
they again confirmed SauT% Title; and to "ftrengtkea 
himfel^ he took a Guard of 3000 chofen Men, and af- 
Hgned 1000 to attend his Son Jonathan at Giheah, the 
Kace of his Nativity. 

JFhat other Exploits fwere done hy Saul and Jona- 
than f 

A. Jonathan furpriling a Garrifon of the Philiftines^ 
greatly provoked them, and they got together 30,000 
armed Cliariots, and 6000 Horfe, and invaded JuiUa ; 
this fudden Invafion fo terrified the Ifraelites, that fomc 
hid themfclves in Caves, and others fled over Jordan ; 
but Saul, by SamuePs Appointment, with 2000 of his 
Guards, and many other People, ftaiJ at Gi/ga/, in Ben- 
jamin, 
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How long was Saul ordered to tarry here ? Anno 
. A, Seven Days ; but when the laft Day was m part Mun, 
pent, and he perceived his Soldiers to deiert him ; he Vy^ 
"cmoved, and hereby a6lcd in difobedience to God's Com- 
oxand, as^ delivered to him by Samuel-, who ftiarply re- 
proved him for it, and told him the Kingdom Ihould be 
taken from his Poflerity, and be given to another. 

Whether did Saul go from Gilgal ? 
A. 'Whcn.^amuel was come to him, they returned to 
Gibeah, and there Saul took a View of his Army, and 
found it to confift only of 600 Men, the reft having de- 
fcrted, and there was neither or Spear y but only 

in the Hand of Saul, and his Son' Jmiathan ; for tlie 
Philiftines had not left them a Smith in all Ijrnel. 

Did they attempt any Thing againft the Philiflincs, 
mobile they uu-ere in this defperate Condition ? 

A, kept himfelf in his own City of Giheah, as 
aPlaco-of Strength ; bat Jonathan encoDraged by God, 
fcaled a Mountain, whereon a Company of Philifiines 
were lodged, (their main Army being encamped in a 
Plain adjoining) and with his Efquire only, flew twenty 
of them, whereon the main Body, ignorant of the Caufc, 
fled in Confuficn, and through Fear and Jcaloufy, flew 
one another j and Saul hirnfelf being apprifcd of this 
Diforder amongll the Enemy, attacked them in their 
Flight, and obtained a glorious Victory over them. 

Was not Saul greatly encouraged by this unexpeSled 
Vidory, o^jer the Philifiines ? 

A. Yes ; and the Philiftines from this overthrow, 
keeping tliemfelves quiet for fome Time, Saul ^bdued 
the Ammonites, Edomites, Moahites, and the Arapians of 
Zobab ; and now on aflembling his Forces, he could muf- 
ter 210,000 Men. 

What ^as the next Enterprizo he attempted ixnth 
this Army ? 

A. On the Command of God, given to him by 
Samuel, he invaded Amalec, and deftroyed all that Part 29 3 O 
of Arabia Tetraa, from Hanjilah, towards Tygris, unto 
Shur, which bordereth upon Egypt j but whereas Saul

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J^fo WAS bilrufted by Samuel to deftroy this Nation without 
hhyt. Compaflson ; he not only ipaird Agag^ but referved the

A. Saul fought ail pffible Means to deftroy hiffl \ 
and murdered Aifimilecb for relieving him, and would 
have ilain his own Son for pleading his Innocency ; and the 
more to exprefs his Impiety towards God* he went for 
2950 Counfel to the Witch of Endor ; but foon after, he, his 
three Sons, and his faithfulleft Servants, were Hain by 
the Philiftines, and their Bodies were hung over the

Abner pafied Jordan ; but then fent his chief Commander! 
Joab sifter him, where they came to a Battle in which 
Abner loft 360 - Men, and Joah but 20, whereof 
Afahel his Brother was one. 
' Did this A^idlory put an End to the Civil War } 
■ A, No ; it lafted fome Years after ; but at lengtk 
Abner being reconciled to David, was murdered by yeai:^ 
on which IflAolheth's .

A, No, he got all his own Forces top 
fiood a Battle a^inU him ; but being foonova 
he was forced to retreat to Sardis^ the ch 
his Kingdom, where Cyrus inmiediately (hut 1 
a doie Siege ; and while he lay here, he cek 
Funeral of Abradates and Pantbea his Wife.

d. He went into Syria and Arabia, and there did- 
ikme Thing ; then marched into the upper Countries 
and there alfo fettled all Things under his 
minion, and now entered AJfyria again ; and having 
athrown Bel/haxxer in Battle, Ihut him up in Babylon, 
\ there befieged him. 

Were not the Walls of this City impregnabky and 
taking of it by a Siege looked upon as a Thing im- 
aicabh ? 

d. Yes, but Cyrus, after he had wafted near two • 
ars before it with little Succefs, lighted on a Strata- 
n, which, with little Difficulty, made him Matter of 
iPlace.

In this Feaft Belfhazzar faw the Hand-writing on the 
Wall, Dan, v. and now the Babyhnijh Empire ended, 
whicli had continued 209 Years. 

Who took the Kingdom of Babylon afier the Death 
sf Bellhazzer ? 

A. Cyaxaresy called in Scripture Darius the Medt i 
for Cyrusy as long as this his Uncle lived, allowed him 
a joint Title with him in the Empire ; but the whole 
Power of the Army, and the chief Condud of all Af- 
fairs being ftill in his Hands, he only was looked on as 
the Supreme Go^vernor of that Empire which he had 
ereded. 
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After Cynis had fettkd his Affairs in Babylon, Ans» 
trdidbt gef Must. 
He went to pay his Father and Mother a Vifit, vyg 
vere ftOllivhigy and on his Return thro* Media, 
rried the Dai^ter of Cyaxares, having for her

Houfe of Ifrvel: Incenfed at this, they did what 
could to hmder the Work.

A, Amafis being newly dead, and foooeeded by 
r/ammenttus his Son (after Cambyfes had taken Pek/mm^ ^47^ 
the Key of Egypt on that Side) he refohred to oppofe 
his ^rther Progrefs, marched againft him, and gave 
him Battle, but being vanquifhed, the greateft Fart of 
lis Army was cut to Pieces, and the Remainder fled

' A. He purfued the Enemy to the Walls of Men^his^ 
snd ient an Herald into the City, to fummon toem 
to funender ; but the People in their Rage flew the 
Herald, and tore all that was with him to Pieces.

Brother, the only Son of Cyrus, be- 
fides himfelf, bom of the fame Mother^ whofe N^e 
was Smerdis, and who accompanied him in his Egyp- 
tian Expedition, againft whom he contraded fuch an 
Envy, on Account of his Strength,, that he fent him 
' back into Perjia i and foon after, dreaming that one 
told him,. Smerdis fat on the Throne, he fent Prexafpes 
after him to put him to death : He alio married nis 
own Sifter ; caufed fev^ of the principal of his Fol- 
lowers to 'be buried alive ; and killed Crafm for . advir 
fins him againfl fiich Proceedings^ Cffr. 

Q^.What Reception did Cambyfes meet <with, on hts 
Return to Periia ? 

A. Cbming through Syria, he met with a Herald, 34I 
who being fent from Sbufian, came into the Army, 
and there proclaimed Smerdis, the Son of Cyrus,

A, His never appearing in Public, augmented the 
Sufjpicion of his Subjedts ; and Otanesy a noble Ferpah 
detected the Fraud.

All the Idolatry of the World was divided be- 
tween two Se6b, the Sahians, who were the Worfhip- 
pers of Mages, and the Magians, who were the Wor- 
Ihippers of Fire ; the former £rft began among the 
Chaldeans, and the latter in Perfia and LnUa, where 
they remain to this Day. 

IVhat 'were the chief Tenets of the Magians ? 
A, They worfhippcd by Fire, and abhorred hnages $ 
Li^ht was in the higheft Veneration among them, at 
bemg, in their Opinion, the true Reprefentative of the 
Good God ; but Darknefs they hated, being, as they 
thought, the trucft Reprefentative of the E'vil God, 
whom they ever had in the utmoii Deteilation, as we 
. have the Devil ; for an Inilance hereof^ whenever they

Anno 
A, The Confuls for the Year, inz. Lucius LucuUus^ Mun^ 
iho had for ha Provinces AJia^ Cilicioj and Cafpadocia^ Vv^ 
nd Marcus CottUy who had Bithynia and the rrptontis. 

What Succefs had thefe two Generals againft him? 
A. Mar<m Cotta being; unskilled in War, was van- 
luilhed bodi by Lsmd and Sea, and the next Year M- 
hrtdates flufli'd with this Viftory, laid Siege to Cy%icus^ 
, City on the Propotttis^ but LucuUus forc'd him to raifc 
he Siege, after he had loft the grcateft Part of his Ar- • 
ny before that Place. 

Hyw did Alexandra ifuell the Rage of the Pharifees 
It Jerufalera, againft the Partifans of the late King? 

A, On their Complaint to her, (he difperf^ them 
:hro^ the Garrifons of the Kingdom, and thus put them 
3Ut of the Reach of their Enemies. In this Yeru* He- 393 iij 
rod the Great, who was afterwards King of Judtea, 
was born. 

Whither did Mit1ind?Ltes go after he had been oh- 
Uged to raife the Siege of Cyzicus ? 

A. He fled to Nicomediay from thence by Sea to 
Pontus,, leaving Part of his Fleet and io,odo Men be- 
hind him, under the Command of three of his prime 
Generals. Thdc LucuUus fell upon and flew mbft of 
them, taking the three Generals rrifoners. 

What became of thefe Generals afterwards? 
A. One poifoned himielf, another was referv'd for 
Lmullus's Triumph, and the third, called Marcus Marius 
a Roman Senator, who was fent to the Afliftance of Mi- 
thridateSf by Sertorius out of Spain, was put to Death. 
Then Lucullus marched into Pontus, to carry the War 
to the Enemies Door. 

What C^Jttion did Mithridates make againft Lu- 
cuUus after this Defeat ? 

A, This Year he took the Field again with another 
Army, and gained the better of him m two Battles, but 
m a third, he was utterly routed, and forced to' flee into 
Armenia, to pray the Protedlion of Tigranes his Son-in- 
iaw,

A, Having reduc'd moil part of the Kingdom 
Pontus, he retum'd into the Province of Proper Aj 
and blified himfelf in reforming the Iniquity of the l) 
vers and Publicans, this gained him the Eileem of t 
Provincials, to fb great a Degree, that they infiitoi 
Games to his Honour called Lucullia : But fbon af 
the Vfurers fupplanted him, and got another fent in 1 
ftcad, to- reap the Honour of his Victories. 

Did Lucullus ft ay to profecute the War againft 1

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A. He inarched a great Length thro' Armniiei with- Ann 
out any Oppofition, and laid Siege to I'iTranocerta^ the Mun. 
Royal City. A little before this Invanon Alexandra s^^/^ 
Queen of Judaa died. 

Qj^ Wffo fucaeded her in that Government ? 
A. A Difpute happen'd between the two Broth<?rs on 
her Death, for Ify-canus being the elder, took Pofleffion 
of the Throne, and joined with the Pharifees ; hereon 
Arijlohuhis adhered to hb Father's Party, and they raifed 



where Hyrcanus*s Forces revolted, and he was forced to 
flee to Jerufaknty and to come to Terms with his Bro* 
ther, which were that Ariftobulus fliouM have the 
Crown and High Friefthood^ «nd Hyrcanus be contfcnted 
to live a private Life under him. 

H<yw njuent on the War in Armenia } 
A. Migrants having {^vx.Mithridates with io,ooo 393 j 
Men to raife more Forces in Pontus^ marched againft 
LucuUus, who lay before Tigranocerta, but was entirely 
routed, with his whole Army, and forced to flee to Mount 
Taurus, whither he ordcr'd all his Forces to come to 
him. In liis Flight he met Mithridates coming to his 
Relief, who finding him much dejeded, comforted him, 
and they confolted about proper Operations for carrying 
on the War. 

What 'Was the Refult ofthefe Confultations ? 
A. They refolv'd to raife another Army with all 
Speed, and to pray Affiftance from the neighbouring 
Nations : The Letter which Mithridates wrote to Ar/a- 
ces King of Part hi a on this Occafion, is ftill extant in 
the Fragments of the General Uiftory of Saluft. Book 
IV. 

Did LttcuUos after this make himfelf Mafter •/ 
T%ranocerta ? 

A, Yes; and found in it vaft Treafures, among which 
were 8000 Talents of coined Money. 

Honxj did Tifflanes raife another Arm^ P 
A, He fent for megabates with all his Forces oiit of 
Sijria, which Country being now left naked, Antiochus '

A, AJithridates recover'd Pontus, and Tigranes har-»^^,^ 
rafied Cappadocia ; on which Occalion the People of 
Rome fent Pompsy to manage this War, to whom Lu- 
tullus dcliver'd the Army, and return'd Home. ^ 

Hvw did Pompey manage^ luhen he had taken tJte 
Command of the Artny ? 

A, He firft drew Phraates, (who fucceeded the Year 
before in the Kingdom of Parthia,) into a Confederacy 3938 
with him, then made an Offer of Peace to Mithridate^f 
which he refufed, but was foon after vanquifhed, arid 
forced to flee Northward towards the Springs of the 
Euphrates for Safety : From hence he fent Meifcngers 
to Tigranes to deiire Refuge in his Country, and to 
prsnr his Help. 

Q;^ Did Tigmncs ^rant his Father-in- La'w's Refuejif 
■ A, He deny'd him Relief, put his Arabafladors 
in Prifon, and fet a Price of an 100 Talents on his 
Head, in Cafe he was found in .his Dominions. 

What nvas the Occajhn of this Inveteracy? 

A. Tigranes marry M Cleopatray Daughter of Mithri^ 
datesy by her had three Sons, two of whom he put to 
Death on flight Occaflons : The third whofe Name wa^ 
Tigranes, not thinkmg himfelf fafe, fled to Phraates 
King of Parthiay marry*d one of his Daughters, 
and was brought back into Armenia with an Airay, 
where he laid Siege to Artaxata^ but being driven hence 
by Tigranes his Father, he fled to Pompey, This Rebel- 
lion of the Son, Tigranes pretended was occaflon'd at 
the Inftigation of Mithridates^ and was tlie Ciufe of 
his prefent ill Treatment ; but the true Reafon of it 
was, to pave a Way for his own Reconciliation with the .* 
Romans* 

Q. How does this appear ? 

A, Becaufe he foon after deliVer'd thofe Ambafladors 
to Pompey, and in a mean and abjedt Marnier, refign'd 
both himfelf and his Kii]gdom into his Hands.

ff^hen Pompey had fettled Jffairs in Armenia, 
did he purfue Mithridates ? 

J. Yes ; but on his coming to the River Cyrus k 
was oppofed by the Albanians, and the Iberians, who 
were that King^s Confederates, the former of thefe he 
vanquilhed^ and forc'd to fue for Peace, which being 
granted, he wintered among them. 

Whither did he march the next Spring ? 
A. Againft the Iberians, a warlike Nation, which 
had never yet fubmitted to any Superior, bat he fooB 
mallered them alfo, and then reduced the Peopk of 
Colchis, 

Where tuas Mithridates during thefe Wars ? 
A, He wintered at Diofcurias, a Place upon the fif- 
xin Sea, and the next Spring he went to the Cimmeri- 
'939 an Bojphorus, which now is the Country of Crim-^ar- 
tary^ but then was a Province of the Kingdom of 

thri dates. 

Did Pompey foUonxi him thus far Northward? 
4, He found it impracticable, therefore led his Army

IVhile tbefe ConqHeJfs n.vere gaining by the Romans, 
^bat nA)as doing, in Egypt and Judsa f 

A, The Alexandrians in Eoypt^ grown weary of 
tlieir King, drove him out of the Kingdom, and called 
in Ptolemy Juletes, z Ballard Son of Ptolemy Lathynu ; and 
Antipatir^ Father of Herod the Great, prevailed with 
Aretasy King of Atfdpa Petraa^ to reftore Hyrcanus to 
the Crown of J&Uea^ who forced Arijhbulus into the 
Mountain of the Ten^le, and there bcfieged him ; but 
btibu)g ScauruSf who had the Command of the Roman 
Army at Damajcus, for 4000 Talents to come to his Affill- 
ance ; Aretas was ol^liged to raife the Siege, and Ariftobu- 
Aw porfuing him to Papyrion, flew moft of his Army. . 

Where uoas Pompey at this Time ? 
A. He lay at Damafcus, where rhere came to his 
Levee twelve Kings, and were all feen attending on him 
at the &me Time. , 

What particular Bufinefs occapoaed this grand Li* 
tervi^'P 

A. The Kings of all the neighbouring Countries, and 
^)ecia11y of E^ypt and Jud^a, reigned by the imme- 
diate Expulfion of their Predeceffors, and: thought it 
their Intereft to get the Roman Power on their Side, for 
maintaining thele Ufurpations. 

What Prefents uuere made to Pompey on this Oc 
cafion ? 

A. He had a Crown of Gold from Eg^pt, of the 
Vajue of 4000 Pieces of that Metal, and a Vine of 
Gold from Judaoy of the Value of 4000 Talents. 
This was afterwards depofited in the Tempk of Jupiter^. 
in the Qapitol at Rotney as the Gift of Alexaiider King 
of the y^wj ; for though Ariftobulus prcfented it, they 
would not own his Title, but put the Name of his Fa- 
ther upon it. ' 

Q. Whither did Mithridates go from Crim-Tartary ? 

• . P 4. A, Into 
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Anno A. Into the Kingdom of Bofpborus^ where the I^ari

A. He returned into Pontvs, to reduce fome Fortreffi:

and moft of his valuable Efteds.

A. Yes foon, and found m it aZ^ yg other Things 
tlie private Memoirs of Mithridates^ and his Medidml 
C'ommentaries, which he ordered LenauSy a learned 
Grammarian^ to tranflatc into Latiuy and afterwaidi 
publifhcd. 

Q. Had this Tr.ince any Skill in the PraSice ff 

PhyfK ? 

A. It is to be remarked of him, that he was the 
Author of that excellent AUxipharmical Medicine^ which 
i'rom his Name, is noW called Mithridate^ and whidi 
liath been ever fmce of fo great Ufe among Phyiidans ; 
and IS fo to this Day. 

JVas no Care taken to prevent MithridatesV retMrn 
into Pontus ? 

A. Pompey flationed the Roman Navy in fuch a Man- 
lier, as to hinder him from being fupplied with Piovifions» 
CJV. then marched into Cah-Syria^ with Deiign to carry 
Ills \^i6lones as far as the Red-Sea. 

Did he proceed on this Expedition ? 

A. No ; while he was there, Mithridates fent to him 
AmbafT.idors, with Propofals of Peace, which being re-, 
fufed, he ag?.in made Preparations for War with grfeit 
Vigour. This hall'ned Pompey back into Pontus, 
Hoi^ did he a6l on his Arrival there ? 

A, He £rft fettled the Dominions of Mithridates inta 
Provinces, as if the War had been at an End, and pve 
nil the Lefjlr Armenia to DeiotoruSy with . the Titfe of 
Ivii'g, who wa? a Prince of the Galatiansy and the fame 
ia vvhofe Behalf Cicno made an Oration before JuBus

f^as any other Per/on frefei-red at this Time ? 
A. Yes J Archilaus^ was made High-Prieft of the Moon^ 
the ^reat Goddeis of the Cmanians in Pontus^ and had 
the Sovereign Authority over the Inhabitants in that 
Place. This Perfon was the Son of Archllaus^ who 
commanded Mithridates's Forces, ngainft the Rmans^ 
during his firft War, but now had revohed to their In- 
tereil. 

What ivas done in Syria, during Pompey'j Ah' 

fence f 

A, Aretas took the Advantage of it, and made great 
Depredations upon feveral Parts of that Country. This 
called Porr^ back, and in his way thither, he marched 
by the Place where the Bodies of the Romans lay dcao, 
which had been flain in the Defeat of Triarius, and bu- 
ried them with great Solemnity, which much ingratiated 
hun with the Army, whofe greateft Difguft againft Lu- 
cuUusy was occaiioned by his Omifiion hereo^, 

Q:, W'as Mithridates as yet returned into Pontus ? 

A, No ; but he had refolved to make a defperate Ex- 
pedition Into Italy itfelf, and aflault the Enemy at their 
own Doors. This being a March of above 2000 Miles, 
terrified his Army, fo as tliey confpircd sgainft him, 
and made his Son Phamaces their King ; whereby find- 
ing himielf deferted by all, and bis own Son not to be 
prevailed upon to let him efcape, he retired to his own 
Apartment^ aiid after he had given Poifon to his Wives, 
Concubines and Daughters, he took a Dofe himfclf, 
which not operating, be had Recourfe to his Sword ; but 
failing with that aflo, he called in a Gallic Soldier, who 
had newly broken into his Houfe, to difpatch him. At 
his Death, ended the third Mithridatic War, which 
had continued twenty-feven Years. 

Whither did Pompey march after the Death of this 
Kingy ivho next to Hannibal, was the moft dangerous E- 
nemy the Romans e^ver had.

Qj^ To 'whom, fwas the Government of Judaea noi» 
gitfen ? 

A, Pompey reflored Hyrcanus to the Office of High- 
Frieft, and made him Prince of the Country, paying 
Tribute to the Romans, but would not allow him to wear 
a Diadem : Ariftobulus, with his two Sons and Daughters, 
he carried to Rome, to be led before him in his Triumph. 

CX^ After Pompey bad fettled Matters in Jernfalem, 
did be immediatefj/ return to Rome ? 

A, No ; he went again into Pontus, and took all the 39^2 
mnaiping Fortrefles and Caftles there, in which he found 
/vaft Riches, efpedally at Telama, which was the Storc- 
Houie of the late Kii^; herein were 2000 Cups made of 
the * Owix Stone, fet m Gold, with fuch a vaft Quantity 
of all forts of Plate, HouflioU Goods, £sfr. that the 
^eftor was thirty Days in taking an Inventory of 
them.

A, He (ent his Body to Pompey, who was now at 
Amifus in Pontus, with many Gifts to gain his Favour ; 
the Gifts were accepted, but the Corps of the Kin? 
honourably buried. Henceforth Phamaces was declared 
a*Friend and Ally of the Roman People, and appointed 
King of Bojphorus, In this Year, O^avius C-^r/ar v/^ls ^g^z 
born of Attia, Daughter of Julia, who was Silter of 
Julius Cafar, and Wife of OSiavius,

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Anno A. He wintered at Epbejus^ where he diftribme^ 
Mun. 16,000 Talents among his ,vi6iorious OfiiGen and^ 
w-y^ Soldiers, and rcferved 20,000 more to be carried into 
3943 the publick Treafary at Rome^ on the Day of his Tri- 
umph ; next' Spring he went to Brundufium^ and fo tt 
to Rome^ where in an Oration to the Senate^ he toU 
them, he had waged War with twenty-two Kings ; on 
tliis a Triumph was decreed him, and tot his wondeTB 
Succefs, he had the Name of Magtmsy i. e. The Gmt, 
But after thefe great Honours, he died by xnordetDV 
Hands in a flrange Land, where he waatea theHonoBt 
of a Funeral.

Jlfrsr^ He, Craffiis and Julius Cafar^ engrofled the whole 
3944 Powef of it^ entej^' jnto a Confederacy to fupport

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each others Pretenfions, whkh was the original Cauie of Anw 
thofe CivU Wars that followed afterwards, and at length Mun, 
ended in the DeftrudUon of the old "Roman Government, 
At this Time flourifhed Diodonu Siculus, the &mous 
GneA Hiftorian. 

fFJhat have you memorable of him T 
A. He was Author of the General Hiftory, called hit 
BihKotbeca, which he was thirty Years in coUefling and 
writing; it coniifted of forty Books, of which only 
fifteen are remaining, excepting fome Fragments and 
Abflradts preferved in other Authors. This Year 
Leniulus Marcellinus fucoeeded Marcius Philippus in the 
Government of Syria^ and the Arahs^ a thievifh lort of 
People, much infelled that Province, during their Go- 
vernments. 

Who ivere the Confuls of Rome this Year ? 3945 
A. yu/ius Cafary who forced Bihuhis his Collegoe, 
to quit to him thei whole Adminiibation : This Power he - 
artndly managed, for the Advancement of his own In- 
terefty by raiiuig vaft Sums of Money from admitting 
foreign States into Alliance with the Romans \ At this time 
he extorted from Ptokfny Auktes 6000 Talents, for con* 
firming him in the Crown of Egypt^ now alfo procured a 
Decree of the Roman People, to be made Governor of 
Il^ricum and both the Gauh^ when the Year of 
his Conful^p fhould be expired : Hence may be 
dated the Original of Julius C<efar\ Power, and 
from his entering on this Government, the Hiftory of 
his Commentaries begins. 

Who Jucceeded Julius Cadar as Confulat Rome ? 3946 
A, Gabinius^ one of Lucullus's Lieutenants in the 
Mitbridatic War, who by the Intereft of Chdius, then 
Tribune of the People, had the Province of Afia af- 
figned him. 

Gi*veme the Hiftory of this Clodias ? 
A, He was of the noble Family of the Claudii, a 
young Perfon of great Abilities, but excelnve lewd. 
Lucuuus having married one of his Sifters, he accom- 
panied him in his Mitbridatic War, where it being dif- ^ 

covered 
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Anno covered he had corrupted his own Sifter, that GeoeraTs 
hlun. Wife ; he fled into Cilicia^ and Marcius Rex then Go- 
^iy^ vcmor of that Province, made him his Admiral, but b^ 
ing vanquilhcd and taken Prifoner by the Pirates, he fent 
to Ptolemy King of Cyfj usy to ranfom him, who bang 
a fordid Prince, fent him only two Talents, which Sum 
the Pirates defpifmg, relcaled him for nothing. 
Qj^ Didhefilhiv his k^divayof lituing after this? 
A, On his coming to l^ne^ he corrupted two noit 
of his o^Ti Sifters, and alfo Pom^/^, Cafar's Wife, for 
thefe Crimes being brought to public Tryal, Cicero was 
one of the Evidences a^ainft him, but he bribed the Judns 
and efcaped the Puniftmient which he deferved. After 
this, he procured himfelf to be adopted by a Plehtax, 
renounced his Nobility, and was cnofen Tribune, and 
obtained the Province of Syriay by the Suf&age oif the 
People. 

Q. How did he hehofve him/elf in his Office F 

A. He very much difturbed the Roman State, and 

made ufe of it only to revenge himfelf upon the Kii^ 

of Cyfrus, and upon Cicero. 
Q. How did he effea this ? 

a'. He got a Decree to pafs the People, for fcizing 
Cyprus y and depofmg Ptolemy ; and it is here to be ob- 
feived, that Cato, the jufteft Man in Rome, much againft 
his Will, was fent to execute this unjuft Sentence. 
After this, he caufed Cicero to be banifhed Rome and 
Jta/y, whereon he went into Greece, but he was recalled 
at the End of fixteen Months. 

Qj^ Ho^u did Cato manage Matters with Ptolemy ? 

A. On his Arrival at Rhodes, in his Way to Cyfrus, 
he fent to him to perfuade him quietly to recede, promif- 
ing him the High Priefthood of ^enus at Paphos, in lieo 
of Cyprus^ on the Revenues whereof he might have been 
fupportcd with Plenty and Honour j but he who had 
reigned fo long, could not bear being any Thing lefe than 
a King, thereon he poifoned himfelf; and Cato the next 
Year carried all his Riches to Rome, which amounted in 
tlic whole to fuch a Sum, as had icarce e\ er before been 
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brought into the publick Treafury in any of the gitateft Aim 
Trium]^s. Mum* 
Uid not the Alexandrians endetwmr to recover this Vv^ 
IJ!and a^aiHy as being an ancient Afpetidant of the King-' 
dofH ff Eg>'pt ? 

A. They prefled Ptolemy Auktes their King, to de- 
mand it to be reftored, and in Cafe of Denial, to de^ 
dare War againft the Romans, which he refuiing to do, 
they expelled him out of the Kingdom. 

^Q^ Whither did he go after he *was driven out of 
Egypt ? 

A. He 'went to Rome to foHicit the Senate for his 
Keftoration, and on coming to Rhodes, met with Cato, 
who advifed him to proceed no farther, but return a- 
gain into Ejiypf. 

Was tiato'j Advice approved of hy him F * 

A. He would not be beaten off from his firft Refo- 
lution ; but foon found by fatal Experience, all to be 
true, which Cafo had told him ; for after he had for a 
Year's Time folUcited the leading Men of the Common- 
wealth at Rome in this Matter, and expended vafl Sums 
among them to obtain their Favour, he was forced to 
depart without Succefs ; and when they found there was 
no more Money left, to be extorted from him, they 
trumped up an Oracle out of the Sihylline Books, where- 
by it was pretended the Romans were forbidden to affift 
in this Cafe. 

What nvere the Words of this pretended Otds^ ? 

A, If the Kin^r of Egypt comes to defireyour Heh, deny 
him not your Friendjhip^ but aid him not voith your Forces ; 
If you do Qthervjife, you fhall haw Trouble and Danger. 

Q. Did the Alexandrir ns attempt any Thing farther to 
the Detriment of Ptolomy Auletes, during his Abfence at 
Rome ? 

A, They fet his Daughter Berenice on the Throne, 3947 
and fent Ambaflklors to Antiochus Afiatichus in Syria^ 
who was by his Mother Selene, the next Male-Heir, to 
imrite him to many and reign with her ; but thefe Am- 
baHhdors finding him dead> returned without Sucoeis ; on 

which 
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jlnm which they fent a fecond Emba% to SeUucus his Bio- 

Mun, ther, who readily accepted the Offer. 

Vy-O Ho-uc long did he reign in Egypt ? 

Bein^ a very bafe-fpirjted M^, as many of lu 
Actions tefuiic, particularly the robbing the Sepulchred 
Alexander, of the golden Cafe in which his Body wis 
depoiited, Berenice foon grew weaiy of him, and pot 
him to death ; then mamed Archelausy High-Prieft of 
Comma in Pontus, 

What became of Ariftobulus and bis two Sms, 
nvhom Pompey carried Prijbners to Rome i 

A. His elded Son called Alexander, made his E£ape, 
on the Journey, and returned into Judaa, there feized 
feveral ftrong' Caftles, and ravaged the Country: Ob 
which Hyrcanut^s^tA Gahinius to his Afliflance, who with 
M. Antouiusy thenXjeneralof his Horle, foon drove him 
into Akxandruniy. and took him Prifoner therein ; bat' 
by the Interceflion of his Mother, he was dHmiflbd widi 
Pardon. 

Which fwe^ did Gabinius march afier this? 

A, DiredUy to J&ufalem, and reilored Hyrcamu VI 
the High-Priefthood ; but altered the Civil Government 
there mm a Monarchy to an Ariftocracy. 

Q. Hvw long uoas Ariftobnlus, and his Son Ant^ocn 
keptPrifoners at Rome ? 

A, Towards the End of the Year they efcaped alfo, 
came into Judaea, and raifed frefh Diflurbanoes ; bot 
beiiig overthrown, and taken Prifoners by Servilius an) 
Antoniusy two of Gabinius's Generals, they were ient 
back to Rome again, where the Father was detained in 
Chains, but the Son diiinified. 
3948 Q;^ Who lAjas King of Parthia at this Time ^ 

A, Phraates had governed there about twelve Yean, 
but now his two Sons Orodes and Mithridates impioofly 
became the Authors of his Death. Orodes the Elder, 
iirll took Poffeffion of the Throne, but was foon dif- 
placed by his Brother, and diiven into Baniihment. 

Q:, Hoixj did Mithridates behuve himfelf in the Go- 
'vermnentf 

, A.Hc 
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A. He foon grew odious to the Parthlans, for his Anno 
Cruelty, and they with the Aififtance of Surenas, who Mun. 
htld the chiefeft Place of Power in that Kingdom, 
brought Orodes back again, and replaced him upon the 
Throne. 

D/VMithridates attempt any more to depofe himf 
A. He perfuaded Gabtnius to endeavour his Reftora- 
tbn, but that General meeting Ptolemy Auktes as he was 
going on this Defign, he prevailed with him to defert 
MttbridateSf and gave him 10,000 Talents to re-eftablifh 
him in the Kingdom of Egypt. Hereon Mithridates 
furrendercd himfelf to his Brother, who caufcd him to 
be (lain. 

Q^ lVhat Succefs bad Gabinius in the Egyptian Expe- 



A. He fent the famous Marc Antony (who aftierwards 
Is Triumviry govem'd one third Part of the Roman Em- 
pire) with a Body of Horfe to feize the Pafles, and open 
LJie Way for the Army to follow : This he not only 
2fie£ted, but alfo by the Afliftance of Hyrcanus and An^ 
^^fery took Pclujtum the Key of Egypt on that Side, 
ukI tho* Archelaus had contraded an intimate Friendihip 
with both thefe two Generals, when he fervM under 
Pompey in the Mitbridatic War, the Avarice of Gabtnius 
look Place, and urged him to this Invaiion, without 
any Rc^rd to former Friendfliip. 

Q. n^bat Defence did Archelaus make againft tbem ? 



length was vanquiflied and flain, and Auletes reftor'd to 
the Kingdom, who immediately put his Daughter Be- 
renice to Death, for ufurping his Crown.

People and Zeuate of RLme he was forc'd to quit thai I. 
Province : On his Retom Home he had three Adiocs : 
con^enccd £gainil him, one for Treafon, and two hi ' 
Bribery and Corruption, for which he was fent into 
Bani(hjnent. 

Hvu) did Craflcs garvem the Frtrvince cf Syria? 
A. He fet his Heart upon amafllng Wealth, smd wis . 
no fooner arrivM there, but being informed of the Rkhes . 
in the Temple of Jerufakm^ he plundered it of 10^ ; 
Talents, which amounts to above tsKO Millions of oar 
Money ; then he pafied over^the Euphrates^ mniA 
Partbiaj and over-ran the greateft Pkrt of Mefyi^amt. 
Did he not make a fecond Expedition into rartfaia ? 
A, Yes, and met with a very warm ReoeptioD, fir 
3951 they not expeding a War laft Year were ui^proviH 
but now tho* Artabazes King of Armenia had joiDcd 
him, he was defeated by S-^-excs the Partbiaa Goeni, 
who killed 20,000 of his Men, took 10,000 Frifiaen, 
and flew him in the Purfuit, whofe Head and Hand be 
fent to Orodes his King.

A, ArtaBazes having received Advice from the Rmua

A, Cicero foon went to his Charge, but Bihulus made 
ibme Dela/y which was for the Bman Intereft in 
that Proviocey becauib the Parthiam had made a fecond 
Invafion, which required an abler Man than him to 
witUbnd. 

Q;^ How did Caffius manage againft them f 

He fent to Citero about it, who was juft arrived 
jo the Eaftem Part of his Province next Armenia^ and ' 
with his Affiance they flew great Numbers of theEne- 
Wf^ and drove them teick over the Euphrates^ but at 
w End of -the Summer, the Parthian Army repafled, 
wintered at Cyrrhefiicay and Bibuks taking Poi&fiion 
of the Province, Caffius returned to Borne. 

Q. IVbat Exploits nvere done h Cicero in Cilicia after

■ A. He xeduced all the barbaro^is People his Bdnde- 
icrs, who had made continual Depredations in thoic 
Countries ; they called themfelves Eleuthero-CiUcesy i. e. 
The Free'Ciliciansy and pretended they had never lived 
Under any Government. 

Q. What Honours 'were conferred on Cicero for freeing

A, He was laluted Imperator by his Army, and on 
his coming back to Bsme^ had a Triumph offered him ; 
but (the Civil Wars between Cafar and Pompey being 
tiow ready to break out) he declined thd latter, not 
thinking 2Xiy publick RejoydnM proper, when the pub- 
lidc State of his Country was Mimg mider fb great Qi* 
lamity.

A: He came with a few Forces to Alexandria jufl: as 
the News of his Death arrived there, and on his en- 
tering the Place was prefented with his Head, at the 
Sight whereof he wept, and order'd his Corps to be 
buried with proper Solemnities. 

(X Honv did Caefar mpby him/elf in Egypt after the 
Deat^ of Pompey ? 

A. He fet about determining the Controverfy be- 
tween Ptolemy and Cleopatray and fent a peremptory 
Order to each pf them to appear before him, and to 
djffmifs their Armies, which had like to have proved 
his own Ruin. 

Qj^ Was this lool^dupon as an Affront ty the Egyp- 
tians ? 

A, Yes, and thejr refented it highly, as being an. 
Cnvafion upon the fover^ign Authority of their King, ^ 
who as an Independant Prince^ owned no Superior, 

How did Caelkr excufe himfelf in this Mat* 

ter f 

A, He told them, he did not take u^ii him to judge 
as a Superior^ but as an Arhritator^ which by his Ofiice 
of Dilator, he was cntitl'd to by the Will of Ptolmy

A, He decreed th^t Hyrcanus fhoidd hold the Office of

A, Nine Months, which was longer than his Affiiin 
could well permit j but now receiving News fiom do- 
ijtiws CahinuSf tliat Phamaces King of the Cinienan 
BoCphoruSy had vanquifhed him, and leized the Province 
of* LeJJer Afux^ hehaftnedinto Syria^ and having made 
^'thuctis C^Jar his Kinfman, Prelident of that Province, 
marched Northward :.gainft Phamaces. 

JVbat Succefs bad he in this Expedition P 

A, As foon as he arrived where the Enemy vi^s, 
v^ ithout gh^ing any Refpite either tohimfelf or his Men, 
he fell immLvliately upon him, and gained a compleat 
Viftorv over him. On Account of which, he wrote to 
a Friend in thefe three Words, VENI, \'15DJ; VICI,

A. hfo, but a little Time, and Antipattr acoompaiuai 
him to the utmofi Confines of Sj^ria, dKQ r^tamed 
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into yud/ea^ and made Fhafaelus Governor of ^eru- Aran 
falemj and Herod his fecond Son Governor of GaTilee. Mun, 
Hcnjj did theft thvo Brothers hehave themfehes iit Cy^^ 
their refpeSli'ue Governments? 

A, Herod immediately fignalized himfelf by falling 
upon a Gang of Thieves, who infefted thofe Parte, and 
having taken Hexekiab their Ring-leader, with feveral 
others, he put them to Death, whereby he gained great 
Favour with Sexfus C^far j but was called before the 
Sanhedrim at JerufaUtny tp anfwer this rafh Adion, in 
not firll bringing them to a legal Trial.

A. He appeared in Purple, .furrounded with his 
Guards, and over-aw'd the Sanhedi irn^ who all renialncd

A. He hadprovidjsdan Army to join Antmy \ but was 
ient with it againft Malchus King of Arabia Fttnem^ 
who overthrew him with a great Sraughter, axvd himielf 
hardly efcaped into Judcea, where another Calamity hap- 

Senedunto him, for a terrible Earthquake had thrown 3973 
own man^ Houfes there, and buried 30,000 Inhabitants 
in the Rums. - . 

What Conrfi did be take to relie ve bimfelf 'and his 
People in this Dijirefs ? 

A. He firft craved Peace of the Arabians, which they 
rcfufed on Account of the Earthquake, and invaded 
Judc£a ; byt Herod flew \ 2,000 of their Men in Battle, 
and made cne Remainder of their Army Prifoners ; and 
now they were forced to accept what they lately defjufed, 
on fuch Terms as he thonght fit to demand. 

Mou^J nvas the Contefi between Odaviaaus and 
Antony decided ? 

A, Antony being determined to try l\is Fortune by Sea, 
encamped with the Grofs of his Army near Aclium^ 
having his Fleet near him : OSlauianus encamped on the 
oppofite lide of the Ambracian Gulph, in Epirus, where 
he afterwards built a City, called NicopoHs, which in 
Greek fignifieth the City of yiSory^ in Conunemcradon 
of his Succefs in this Battle. 

Q. What is /aid to be the chief Qccafim tf Antony's 
Defeat here? 

A. He had for fome time a fair Profpedl of Suocefs, 
but Cleopatra being affrighted with the Noifeand Tenor 
of Battle, being \vhat the Ladies ufe not to be acquaint- 
ed with, Hed before there was any R^on ror it, 
drew after her t>ie Egyptian Squadron, confining of iixty 
tall Ships of War, and failed for Cberfomfus^ wence- to 
Tftnarus, Hereon yf/r/ffmr giving all for loift, madeafi:er 
her.thither, where he had Advice of the total Defeat of

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Amo hb Fleet, but that his Army was ikie at Land ; on v 
Mun. he wrote to Canidius his General, to mire v^ith it 
Macedonia into uifiaf who being overtaken fay OSm 
after feven Days march, fled jby NJ^ht to 
the Army lifted intn the Enemies Service. 

Did Antony aftd Cleopatra continue at Tx; 
after this iaft Lofs f 

A. Sheiailed to Akxandria^ he to Lihyia^ where 
ing the Governor of that Province had alfo revolted 
him to his Rival, all he had now left to do, was tofi 
her. 

Q;^ Did Odlavianus turfiu them into Egypt \ 

A, Havii» fettled tne Af&irs of Greece^ and . 
Afia^ he tooK up Winter Quarters at Samos^ when 
was called in a moil tempefhious Seafbn, to queU ai 
3974 furre£lion in Ital^y which having accomplimed, h 
turned in thirty Days, then failed into the Gal] 
Corinth^ and drawing his Ships over the IJihhmm o 
loponncfusy arrived in AJia before Antony and Cla 
had Notice of his Removal from Samos. 

Was Herod fii/J in Frien4/hip uuith Antony ? 

A. Seeing the ill State of his Affairs, and iindinf 
deaf to all Advice for his own Good, he went to Rbu 
make his Addrefs to O^afuianus, who accepted his Fi 
fhip, and confirmed him in his Kingdom, with ^ 
H?r»^ being highly pleafed, returnol to Judaea 
great Joy, out on his Arrival there, all was fowi 
Troubles in his own Family. 

Ho^ <u:as theje Vmafinejfes at Home occajkm 

A, On his going to Bhodes^ he left his bclovied 
Mariamney and her Mother Alexavdray in Charge 
Sohemusy and ordered him in Qife he fhct;ld be p 
Death by O^iarvianus, not to fufFer theie two to ii 
him. Sohemus having blabb*d this to Marianmcy c 
in he- an utter Averuon and Hatred to him ever a 
WTyither did Gdlavianus go from Ixodes ?

A, Three Times he ient Ambailadors to OSituianus Mut 
to obtain Peace, but without Sucoefs ; then after feveral 
unfuccefsfiil Engagements occaiion'd by the Treachery of 
Cltopatra (who, Oio' (he could not be prevail'd upon to 
kill him, betrayed him in all Things^ he could no longer 
forbear exprefling his Refentmcnt with loud Complaints ;

the bell of her I'reafure, which Antony hearing of, fell on 
his Sword ; but living fome few Hours after, and being 
told Cleopatra v- is alive, caufed" himfelf to be carried to 
her Monument, where beingby Ropes drawn up to her by 
the Hands of herfelf and her two Maids, he died in her 
Arms, 1 1 Months after the Battle of A6iiu?n, 

What became of Cleopatra after the Death of 
Antony ? 

A. Being told, after three Days Oclauianus in- 
tended to carry her to 'Rome to make Part of the Show in 
hi& Triumph, fhe caufed herfelf to be bitten with an Afp 
to avoid that Infamy, and died after fhe had reign'd zz 
Years, and livM 39. In her Death ended the Reign of 
the Ptolene^s in ^gy'ptj which from the Death of Alexan- 
der had la(led 294 Years, and it continued a Province of 
the Roman Empire, of which Cornelius Callus was by An- 
guftus made the firfl Praefefture, till taken from them h^' 
the Saracens^ Ann, Dom. 64 1 . 

What Sort of Creature is the AJ^ ? 

A, It is a Serpent, proper only to the Countries of 
E^pt and Lybia ; thofe wlio are bitten with it die with- 
in three Hours, by Sleep and Lethargy, without any 
Pain ; and Cleopatra chofe this Death as the eafieft. 

Q;^ Gi<ve a Jbort Cbarailer ff this ^ueen ? 

A, She was a Woman of great Parts as well as great 
Wickcdnefsj for bcfides beii^ wellfkill'd in Greek and 
Latin^ fhe {poke feveral other Languages, and could rea- 
dily oonverte with Ethi^ians^ Troghdites, Arabi- 
ans, SyrioMt, Medts, and FtrfioMs^ without an Inter- 
preter. 
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v» Hrw did OAavhnus a^; after he had cen^er^i E- 

UK, 2}'P^» ^* Civil Wai^f 

A. He CDt off all of theoppofite Pterty, die chief of 
whom were AntylkiSy vfj/fw** Hdeft Son by Afcw; 
Ca^fafiofiy C/eo^atnt*s $on by Juhtit C^far ;! and Gn/- 
^/iij, ^i»/(7«>'s General ; the rctt of AHtonfs Children, 
whether by Fuhia, Oiian;ia^ or Ckepatra^ lie received 
with great Kindnefs, efpecially Anfonius, younger Bro- 
ther of AntylluSf who became one of his chief Favonrites, 
and he married him to one of the Daughters of OSavia 
his Siiler, which ihe had by her firft Hulband MareeBas; 
but he at length being conri^ted of adulteroafly cor- 
rupting yu/ta Dau^ter of Augufius^ was defervedly pat 
to Death. 

Q. Hoiv many Children bad Antony Oflavii ? 

A, Only two Daughters, Anttmia Major • and Antaria 
^UntfTj from the latter of which were deibcnded Caligula 
and Claudius, from the formed Nero, who all three be* 
cimc Roman Emperors. During 03a^iamis*$ Stay in 
Eg^t he wnt to vifit the Sepalchre of Alexander, and 
tl.cre faw his Body, which being embalm*d, was IbTl 
prcfcrv'd in a Cafe of Glafs, Seleucus (as has been before 
ol lervM) hai'ing taken away the Golden Cafe in which it 
was formerly kept ; but he would not fee the,Sepulchrr5 
of tlic Ptolevys, nor could be induc'd to vilit the Egyptim 
A pi J, faying, he worfliipp'd Gods, not Beads. 



Death of Antony ?

ivhich ^ahme taking Advantage of, accufed JT/^- 
riamne of an Intention to poifon hiniy and fuboming 
liis ButUr to bear falfe-witnels agamft her, (he was put* 
to Death, as was her Mother foon after. 

Ho^ did Jbe hehoFve in ffnng to Execution f 

A, She went with an intrepid Mind, without cha^» . 
ing Colour on the Approach of Death, and died as ihe 
iiv'd, Greaty FirfUy and FearUfs^ to the lail ; for ihs 
ivas a virtuous and excellent Princeis ; in Beauty, and ■ 
Dther Charms and Graces of her Perfon, exceUmg all 
Jie Womea,of her Time, and would have been a Lady . 
vithout Exception, could ihe have carrkd it with fome 
setter Temper to hei*Huiband. 

H(yw did Herod hear the Thoughts of her Death ^g'/6 
ifter his Wrath was allafd ? 

A. They cajifed bitter Refledlions in his Mind, and 
hrew him into down-right Diftradion : What added to 
lis Diibrdcr was a grievous Peitilence, which at that 
rime broke out in the Land, and carried off great Nuxn* 
)crs of !iis N'obi-ity and People, fo that henceforth he 
icver recovereti his former Temper.

A* Hofving filed the Senate fwitb his own CreaittreSf

Q. Had Aug;uftus asytt made arr^ Abiratkns amng 
the Governors of the Roman Previftees f 

A. This Year Petnmtus was made Prftfed of E^t, 
and CmteHus GaUns recalled, who on his Return to ^me 
being too laviHi of his Tongoc, was impeabched of £x- 
tortionj and other high Crimes and Mifdemeaiioiirs, and 
condemned the Senate to Banifhment, to prevent 
which he (lew himftlf. He was an exoelleiit Fbet, asd 
familiar Friend of ysrgii\ as his Tesfh Edogoe writ- 
ten to him, witneifedi. 

Was not the Kami of Auguftus wic' ^wjn famous 
over the World ? 

A. Yes, and the remoteft Nations of the North and 
the Eaft fent Ambafladors with Prcfems to him, ^k)

A^ They ^vere the fame we noW call the CA/«#,

Bo-iv did HtTod continue himfelf in Favaer nvitb 
tie jews ftnce Us late Cruelties ? 

A, He now Hood bat upon indifferent Terms with 
them ; but this Ye?.r producing -a Famine, and that 
Farxiine a Peftilence, for the Remedy hereof (his Trca- 
fury being empty) he melted down all the Pkte in his 
Palace, and fent it into E^^ff to buy Com, to fupply 
tlie Wants of his People : This reconciled their At- 
fciftions to him.

What farticular AShns are rtcordedof Auguftos 
at this Time? 

3991 A, Lepidus being dead, who held the Office of High- 
Pri^oi .Rome, Auguftns took that Office to himfelf, ais 
did all his Succc^rs, as well Chriftian as Heathen, till 
the Time of Gratian,, who fucceeded his Father, f^alen- 
tinian. Anno Dom. 375. He being a zealous ClirldlaD, 
thoi^ht it inconfiftent with his Religion, to take fb much 
as the Title of High-Pneji in Heathen Rites, and all 
his Suoceflbrs followed his Example. 

Did Auguftus reform atty Things, under his Cart 
ly Virtue of this Office ? 

A, He firft called in ard examined into the Prophetc 
Books, Numbers of which having been difperfed abroad, 
created vain Hopes and Fears in tne Minds of his People j 
of thefe he caufed 2000 Volumes to be burnt, as fpurious, 
refervine only thofe which bore the Name of lome of 
the Sibyls for their Authors ; thefe he put into two 
golden Cabinets, and laid them up in tlie Temple of 
A^Ho, which he had built in the Fklace. 
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TTho lufre thefe Sibyls, lubdje Orucks njtfere 9^ Atm 
Treat Repute in the %ld Heathen Worlds and nuern apfrwid Mwr.

A. Th?y were Women of aapient Times, faid to bi^-' 
been endu'd with a prophetical Spirit, end to have ddlvet^d 
Oracles, ftiewing the Fates and Deilioies of Kingdoms ; 
ten of which are mentioned in the Writinjgs of the 
Ancients, who all, from the eldefl of them bemg named 
Sihylla, were called Sibyls ; but who they were, or when 
or where they lived, difiercnt Authors, as to thefe Par- * 
ticulars, write differently concerning .them, and moft 
they fay of them, is manifelUy Fable and FiAion. 

But has it not been particularfy abjerved, that fime 
of thefe Prophecies can admit •f no rational Interpretatim 
unlejs ifjhen applied to the Mefllah ? 

A, Yes, and as the Jews in their feveral Difperfions 
all the World over, were in earneft Expedation of Chri/PB 
K)ming, above 80 Years before his Birth, both from the 
Prophecies of Daniel aM other Prophets of the old Tef*- 
tament : Thefe Things being often talk'd of among 
the Heathens in the feveral Places where they refided, at 
length infenfibly grew into Reputation, and might be re- 
:eived among them as Prophecies from their own Oracles, 
ind moft of them became grafted among the Oracles of 
the Sibyls, as if they had come ^m them : Or perhaps, 
God having ordained that the coming of his> Son fliouM 
36 forefliewn to the Heathens, migltt do it from their 
)wn Oracles. Thus he forced Balaam to prophecy of 
:he coming of his Son out of Jacob } thus the Migikns 
:ame from the £aft to acknowledge and adore him i and 
:hus he forced the Devils themfelves when cail forth by 
)im, to own him to be the Som of God, By thefe two 
neans, all the Prophecies fprcad abroad among the Hea^ 
hens concerning him and his Kingdom, whether Sib)'Uiit$ 
>r othen, wera firft introduced amone them.

A. They fell grievoufly under his Difpleafure a^ut 
;his Time, for too freely eacpreffiog their Refentmentt

Agrippa being now called to Rsmiy before his de- 
parture, Hrrc^ waited on him in J^fia, carrying Anttpato 
with him, there introduced him intov^/)^a*s Favour, 
and iibnt him to Rome with him, where £e got into the 
good Grace of Auguftus. 

Q. Who fucceeded Agrippa in the Gwemments ^ Syria 
and Phaenida ? 

A. Sentius Satuminusy and Titus Vohmtnius ; and he on 
his Return to Rome^ was fent againft the Fatmonmnsy 
who had revolted, but oh his Approach, beingfrighied 
3992 at the terror of Jiis Name, they fubmitted to fuch 
Terms of Peace, as were required. -Agrippa on his Re- 
turn, fell fick at Campania^ and there died. . • 

Who did Auz^^im take for his AJpftant in the Go- 
*V€rnnient after the Death of Agrippa ? 

A, He very unwillingly nuuk Choice of Ttheriusy and 
gave him his Daughter Julia, Widow of the Deceafid 
to Wife, obliging him to .divorce his former Wife, to 
make; Room ibr her. 

Did the Br each between Herod and his Sons Alex- 
ander and Ariflobulus ftill continue F 

A. It grew wider and wider, infomuch as Herod slccu- 
fed them before Auguftus,. who at prefont reconciled 
3593 them, but gave the Father Power to chufe his Succeflbr, 
and lie on rhis Quarrel, named Antipater firft to fucceed 
him in the Kingdom, and after him, the Sons of Mar:- 
amne\ And now Salome, Pheroras, and Antipater con- 
ipiring againil them, filled the (^d Kin^^s Head wich 
imaginary Plots againft him, andcaufed him to pot all. 
the Confidents of thofe two Princes on the Rack, to ex- 

3995 tort Confeffions : Hereon Alexander was caft in Prifoa 
and loaded with Irons. 

Hq^ ^was this Matter made up het^ween them t 
A. Archclaus King of Cappadocia, whole Daughter 
Alexander had married, coming to Jerufakm, fet all to 

3996 Rights again. In this Year Herod finifhed the building 
of the Temple, and celebrated the. Dedication ofitwil» 
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gitat Pomp and Splendour, whidi Day falling in with Anno 
the lame Day of the Year, in which Herod firft came to Mun, 
the Crown, much augmented the Solemnity : And it was ^^^v*^ 
requifite this Houfeihou'd be thus repaired, when the 
Lor^ .thereof was coming to it; for within lefs than four 
Years Cbrift was bom.* The Fontifices at ^xme having 
from the Time that Julius Cafar tefonatd the Kakftdar 
made every third, inftead of every fourth Year, Lesup- 
Year, by which Error, three Days were added to. the 
Roman Year, more than fhould be : Augufiusy as High- 
Triefty K^tified - this Miftake, and a Do:ree pa^ the 
Senate, that the Month hitherto called Sextilis, fhould 
from his Name be called Augufius, and fo it hath been 
ever fince. About this Time Horace the Pdet, and Me- 
aenas his mat Patron dyed, who was a true and faith- 
ful Counfdlor to Augujius, and next to Agrippa his great- 
eft Favourite. The next Year Tiberius, on fomc Dif- 9988 
content, left Rome and retired to Rhodes, 

Qj^ Hray flood Matters between Herod and bis Sons ? 
A, The Quarrel again reviv'd by the Inftigation of 
Sahme and Ant^ater, and Herod obtained a Commiffion 
from Augt^us to proceed againft them, thereon procured 
them to be condemned in a Council • at Berytus, and 
caufedthem both to be flrangled at Sebafte. AfUipater\i2r 
ving nothing now that ftood in his Way to the Crown, but 
the Life of Herod, (he with Pheroras, who died foon after) 3999 
formed a Defign to difpatch him by Poifon, and Anti-- 
pater was to go to Rome, Pberoras to retire to his Tetrarcby^ 
to prevent Sufpicion ; but the Plot being difcovered on 
Antipater\ return irom Rome, he was put to death. 

While thefe Things ^were doing in Judsea, najhat^was 
done at Rome ? 

A. The Temple of Janus (the Gates of which al- 
ways ftood open in the Time of War) was now fhut up, 
and continued fo twelve Years. They had been fhut 
only five Times fmce the firft building of Rome. A proper 
Prelude, fays. Dr. Prideaux, for ujhering in his coming, 
luhonxjasthe PafNCR of Peace, Christ our Lord. 
For in this Year, the Angel Gabriel appeared to 4000

^Notlong; and knowin^die hatnd dK^wj kkt

A. Sememe and Jlexas not beii^ wicked enoogh to 
tterfbrm wluit they fdemnly promised, fet them all at 
Liberty to retnra to their own Homes, without any 
Wrong done to any of diem. 
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
